‘**Your Committee invited the attendance, 
and requested the co-operation and advice of 
scteatifie ‘men, whe bad <pabyely’ expressed 
opinions favorable or adverse to the genuine- 
ness of the phenomena. 

“Yonr Committee eleo specially invited the 
attendance of or who had publicly 
ascribed the phenomena to imposture or 
delusion. 
<4*Your Committee, however, while syccess- 
ful in procuring the evidence of believers in 
the phenomena 4nd in theif ‘supernataral 
er gin, almost wholly failed to ebtain evi- 
dence from those who attributed them to 
fravd or delusion, 

‘tas it appeared to your Committee to. be 
of the greatest inportance thet they should 
investigate the phenomena in question by 
personal experiment and test, they resolved 
themselves into Sub-committees as the best 
means of doing s0, 

“Six Sub-committees were accordingly 
framed. 

‘All of these ‘have sent in Reports, from 
which it appeara that s large majority of the 
members of your Committee have become 
actual witnesses to several phases 
phenomena without the aid or presence of 
any professional medium, although the 
reater part of them commenced their investi- 
gations in an avowedly sceptical spirit. 

“These Reports, hereto subjoined,substan- 
tially corroborate each other, and would 
appear to establish the following proposi- 
tions :— 

1. “That sounds of a very varied charac- 
ter, apparently proceeding from articles of 
furviture, the floor and walls of the room— 
the vibration accompanying which sounds 
are often dis‘inctly perceptible to the touch 
—occur, without being produced by muscular 
action or mechanical contrivance. 

“9, That movements of heavy bodies take 
place withont mechanical contrivance of any 
kind, or adequate exertion of muscular force 
by the persons present, and frequently with- 
out contact or connection with any person. 

“3, That these s unds and movements often 
occur at the time and in the same manner 
asked for by persons present, and, br means 
of a simple code of signals, avswer questions 
and spell out coherent communications. 

‘4. That the answers and communications 
thus obtained are, for the most pert, of a 

«place ehuracter; but facts are some- 
«correctly given which are only known 
one of the persons present. 

45, Thatthe circumstances under which 
the phenomena take place are variable, the 
most promicet fact being that the presence of 
certain persons necessary to their occurrence, 
and that of others generally adverse ; bur 
this difference does not appear to depend 
upon any belief or disbelief concerning the 
pbenomens. 

“6g. That nevertheless, the occurrence of 
the phenomena is-act insuredBy the presence 
or absence of sach persons respectively. 

“The oral and written evideace received by 
your Committee not only testifies to the 
occurence of ph nomena of the same natare 
as those witnessed by the SMub-committees, 
but to otters of & moteSvaried and extraor- 
nary character. 

“This evidence may be briefly summarised 
as follows :—
